He was released the follow- 
ing year. 

In 1916, Prince was arrested at 
Rockford, Ill., for forgery under 
the name, Fred J. Perkins. Sen- 
tenced to serve one to 14 years, 
he entered Joliet, penitentiary in 
October 1916 and served two 
years. He was arrested in New 
York in February 1919 and re- 
turned to Chicago on complaints 
he ‘had embezzled several thou- 
sand dollars from his parcle em- 
ployer. He was released without 
charge. 

Then he was arrested in In- 
dianapolis as Frank J. Prince on 
a fraudulent check charge. He 
entered the Indiana State Peni- 
tentiary at Michigan City in ¥eb- 
vary 1921, under sentence. of 
one to five years. Paroled two 
years later, Prince violated the 
parole by issuing a fraudulent 
check on his employer’s account, 
the record shows. He was re- 
turned to the penitentiary, and 
finally released in 1925 to a 
sponsor in Anderson, Ind.

' Plan to Be Presented to 


of 
| Schools. 


A plan for city operation of 
playgrounds at 52 public schools 
this summer will be presented 
to the Board of Education at its 
meeting tonight, it was an- 
nounced by Mrs. E. G. Brungard, 
St. Louis director of parks, rec- 
reation and forestry. 


Mrs. Brungard said that under 
the program her department 
would provide recreational per- 
sonnel, supplies and adminis- 
tration. 

School playgrounds would be 
in addition to the 45 playgrounds 
operated on city property in the 
past. Total cost of the play- 
ground program would be about 
$225,000, or $120,000 more than 
the cost of the city program in 
1959, Mrs. Brungard said. 

The school board would pro- 
vide facilities and custodial serv- 
ices under the proposal, which 
was drafted in collaboration with 
Oscar A. Ehrhardt, chairman of 
the Board of Education Commu- 
nity Planning Committee. He 
will present the proposal at to- 
night’s meeting. 

Mrs. Brungard said hours 
when school playgrounds would 
be open in the summer, would 
be from noon to 8:30 p.m. In the 
past they were 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
City playgrounds hours would 
continue to be from 9 a.m. to 
8:30 p.m. at most centers. 

The program at both the 
schools and in city parks would 
operate for 10 weeks. Mrs. 
Brungard did not announce 
Opening and closing dates. 

Last summer the Board of 
Education discontinued play- 
ground operation at 67 schools 
for economy reasons. Savings to 
the board were listed as $94,200. 
Mrs. Brungard said costs were 
expected to increase this year.

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President's Text: Vexing Farm 
Problems, Low Income and Crop 
surpluses, Need Prompt Action 


Largely Due to Federal Interference, 
He Says — Expansion of Conserva-. 
tion Reserve Program to 60,000,000 
Acres Among Suggestions. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP). 


The text of President Eisenhower's farm message to 


Congress today follows: 


TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES: 

I urgently call attention, once again, to a most vexing do- 
mestic problem—the low net income of many of our farmers 
and excessive production of certain farm products, largely due 


to economic distortions induced 

We are most fortunate that 
our problem in agriculture is 
over-abundance rather than a 
shortage of food. But it defies 
common sense to continue to 
encourage, at the cost of many 
millions of tax dollars, the build- 
ing of ever larger excess supplies 
of products that, as they accum- 
ulate, depress farm prices and 
endanger the future of our farm- 
ers. 

The wheat situation is particu- 
larly acute. Federal funds tied 
up in wheat approximate $3,500,- 
000,000. Although this means that 
well over 30 per cent of the total 
funds invested in inventories and 
loans of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation goes for wheat, this 
crop provides only 6 per cent of 
the cash receipts from sales of 
farm products, The  Govern- 
ment sustains a net cost of more 
than $1000 a minute—$1,500,000 
every day—the year around, to 
stabilize wheat prices and in- 
come. 

Day by day this program fur- 
ther distorts wheat markets and 
supplies. Its only future is ever 
higher cost. Inexorably it gen- 
erates ever larger surpluses 
which must be _ expensively 
stored. Ultimately, if our Gov- 
ernment does not act quickly and 
constructively, the danger is 
very ‘real that this entire pro- 
gram will collapse under the 
pressure ‘of public indignation, 
and thousands of our farming 
people will be hurt. 


I THINK the American people 
have every right to expect the 
Congtess to move promptly to 
solve : situations of this kind. 
Sound legislation is imperatively 
needed. We must quickly and 
sensibly revise the present pro- 
gram to avoid visiting ‘havoc 
upon the vety people this pros 
gram is intended to help. Every’ 
additional day of-delay-makes a 
sound solution moré difficult.

Real Needs to Be Met 


The $24,297,000 St. Louis school bond pro- 
posal represents in our judgment a pressing 
bill that the taxpayers will have to pay if 
their school system is to be adequate to the 
educational needs of the times. 

Parents and taxpayers who have something 
less than full confidence in the present School 
Board, dominated as it is by petty favor-seek- 
ers and those who owe their seats to Demo- 
cratic ward politicians, havea responsibility 
to judge the proposal on its merits. The facts 
are compelling. : 

Two years in the making, the recommenda- 
tion is a‘ well-documented statement of the 
rock-bottom costs of housing a growing school 
population in the eity’s west and west-central 
areas especially; of replacing. worn-out Sec- 
tions of an old school plant, and of moderniz- 
ing others that are still essentially sound. 

The proposal, to be submitted March 22, 
seems to have been prepared by Instruction 
department professionals after a meticulous 
study ofall pertinent factors, including en- 
rollments, present and projected. The in- 
struction department officials were concerted 
exclusively with educational needs, not poli- 
tics. Their work then moved into the hands 
of a special School Board committee whieh 
enjoyed the aid of Governmental Research 
Institute, a privately-operated fact-finding 
agency with a reputation for integrity. 

The Board committee made some slight 
trims in the schoolmen’s recommendations, 
but essentially the proposal is that of the in- 
struction department’s qualified specialists, 
which is to say that it represents a considered 
professional judgment of real needs. 

Granting the. need, the next question is 
whether St. Louis can meet it. The answer 
must be in the affirmative. The school sys- 
tem enjoys a potential bonding capacity of 
some $164,000,000-—that is, the people could 
borrow that much for schools if they so de- 
sired. Outstanting bonded indebtedness is 
only about $26,700,000, leaving a vast un- 
tapped capacity. In marked contrast, many 
St. Louis county school districts are bonded 
close to the legal limits of 10 per cent of the 
assessed property valuation in their districts. 

And so St, Louisans ought to be able to 
handle with relative eaSe both the $24,297,000 
building proposal and the fire-safety item 
that is still in the making. -The fire-safety 
borrowing is expected to run to not more 
than $8,000.000 and probably closer to $6,000,- 
000. It will be submitted as a separate pro- 
posal, making the grand total of the two issues 
at least $30,000,000. 

The system’s need is a fact and so is the 
city’s ability to meet it. Whether the people 
will be willing to take on the load could be 
determined .in no small measure by what the 
School Board does about the tax rate. A tax 
proposal will be on a separate ballot the same 
day the-people get the two bond proposals. 
A tax increase swollen to accommodate build- 
ing department patronage could jeopardize 
the building program. It is the School Board’s 
job to see that the tax proposal makes as 
much sense as the bond issue. |

Project Dova 

Dr. Herbert Stroup, dean of Brooklyn Col- 
lege, describes the 3,000,000 or more Hindu 
refugees in West Bengal and Calcutta as

Science Also Misused, Con- 
servationist Tells News 
Workshop. 


By WILLIAM K. WYANT JR.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. $9—The 
United States is wasting its 
natural resources at a headlong 
rate and misusing science to gain 
short-term benefits, Paul B. 
Sears, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation at Yale 
University, New: Haven, Conn., 

said here last night. 


Sears spoke at a science news 
workshop sponsored by the Louis- 
ville Courier Journal and Times 
and the University of Louisville 
in co-operation with the National 
Science Foundation. 


Sears said that in his view, the 
nation had more to fear” from 
the inside’’ than from enemies 
outside its borders. He said the 
internal dangers included spirit- 
ual apathy and what he called 
“widespread scientific illiteracy.” 


“We stubbornly neglect to put 
science to its highest function, 
which is to give us a perspective 
on ourselves and our surround- 
ings,’’ he said.’ ‘We are a part 
of the world in which we live, not 
the irresponsible outside bene- 
ficiaries of whatever we can get 
from it.” 


Sears said that within his ewn 
lifetime, the world’s population 
had doubled. In the same period, 
he said, mass production in in- 
dustry and agriculture was ac- 
celerated and the United States 
is now producing twice as much 
as the nation can absorb, and 
using two-thirds of the mineral 
production of the globe. 

“‘We who best exemplify these 
developments have become both 
the model and envy of other na- 
tions,” he said. 

“Everywhere we find the pa- 
thetic belief that industrializa- 
tion will solve the problems of 
overcrowded, hungry and pov- 
erty-stricken peoples who have 
been taught to pity themselves 
and feel underprivileged.” 

“Meanwhile,” he said, ‘our 
cities and highways are sprawl- 
ing out in greedy and unplanned 
patterns than can only suggest 

— to a biologist, at least — the 
spread of ‘cancerous tissue.”

There are no more pirates 
on the high seas and we can laugh off the Jolly Roger. 
But there are vestiges of latent Naziism and not | 
only in Germany. 


Perhaps when we achieve brotherhood, that one-time 
old Indian sign, the swastika, will be meaningless as a symbol 
because there, will be nothing for it to symbolize. It will 
be as meaningless as the Jolly Roger—flying outside our door.

I’m 
sorry, but you just can’t do so.

A friend of mine, one of the great eye surgeons of the 
world, even sent a letter to one reader explaining the situ- 
ation, and I feel sure that other readers who are concérned 
with the problem will be glad to read the gist of his letter 
which explains why you can’t “take a pill” and get rid of 
cataracts.
